To  the  Governors  of  the  Evesham  Hospital. 


The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting"  the  fifty- 
second  annual  report. 

It  is  with  very  great  regret  that  they  have  to  record 
the  death  of  Mr.  Charles  Burlingham,  who  for  a  period  of 
over  50  years  so  enthusiastically  and  loyally  served  the 
ITospital  The  following  minute  was  passed  at  a  meeting 
of  the  Committee  on  the  2nd  day  of  June,  1931,  as 
follows  :  — 

“  We  desire  to  place  on  record  our  appreciation  of  the 
long  service  and  generous  gifts  to  this  Hospital  of  our 
colleague,  Mr.  Charles  Burlingham,  who  passed  away  on 
the  13th  day  of  May,  1931,  in  his  85th  year. 

“  Mr.  Burlingham  was  associated  with  his  father,  the 
late  Mr.  Flenry  Burlingham,  in  the  founding  of  Evesham 
Hospital  in  1879,  and  acted  as  Honorary  Secretary  from 
that  time  until  1919 — a  period  of  40  years. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  Deputy-Chairman. ” 
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It  is  pleasing  to  reflect  that  his  generosity  and  that  of 
his  family  is  marked  for  all  time  by  the  designation  of  the 
men’s  ward  “  The  Burlingham  Ward.” 

The  office  of  Deputy-Chairman  being  vacant,  Mr. 
George  Swift  was  unanimously  elected  to  fill  this  position. 

HOSPITAL  WORK  DURING  1931. 

In  the  year  under  review  the  work  has  increased  in  all 
departments,  due  to  the  admission  of  51  additional  patients 
as  compared  with  the  previous  12  months.  The  number  of 
In-patients  being  692  and  Out-patients  248,  against  641 
and  244  respectively  in  1930.  There  were  41 1  major  opera¬ 
tions  performed. 

It  will  be  appreciated  from,  the  foregoing  figures  that 
the  demands  upon  the  Institution  are  growing  each  year, 
particularly  in  the  general  wards,  where  the  pressure  for 
beds  has  at  times  been  really  heavy.  The  occupation  of  the 
private  and  semi-private  wards  has  been  very  much  below 
normal. 

The  Massage  and  Electrical  Department  has  been 
working  at  constant  pressure  throughout  the  period  and 
has  more  than  justified  its  installation.  The  increased 
demand  for  these  special  treatments  has  necessitated  your 
Committee  approving  plans  for  extensions  during  the 
forthcoming  year  which  will  facilitate  the  carrying  out  of 
the  additional  work  entailed. 

The  X-ray  Section  has  also  been  occupied  with  in¬ 
creased  work,  principally  due  to  the  number  of  motor 
accidents. 

Notwithstanding  the  additional  work  mentioned,  the 
Hospital  has  carried  out  its  obligation  as  a  Training 
Centre  for  nurses.  Ten  probationers  sat  for  the  preliminary 
.State  Examination,  all  of  whom  were  successful.  The 
Medical  Officers,  Matron  and  Sister  Tutor  are  heartily 
congratulated  upon  such  an  excellent  result. 

FINANCE. 

The  Hospital,  like  many  others,  has  suffered  diminu¬ 
tion  of  revenue  mainly  due  to  the  general  financial  depres¬ 
sion,  the  total  gross  income  for  the  year  being  £5,370 
17s.  7d.  as  compared  with  £5,427  2s.  4d.  in  the  previous 
twelve  months.  Subscriptions  and  donations  were  reduced 
by  £48.  Receipts  from  semi  and  private  patients  £521  less 
than  previously. 
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There  has  been  an  unavoidable  increase  in  expendi¬ 
ture  in  relation  to  certain  minor  repairs  and  improvements, 
and  the  further  charge  incurred  in  consequence  of  the 
greater  number  of  admissions  resulting  in  an  increased 
indebtedness  to  the  Bank  on  current  account  of  £92.  The 
amount  of  overdraft  is  £1,158  14s.  4d.  as  compared  with 
£1,066  at  the  end  of  last  year. 

The  Extension  Fund  which  was  overdrawn  by  £839 
is  however  now  reduced  to  £61. 

HOSPITAL  GALA. 

This  Committee,  together  with  the  many  helpers,  are 
heartily  thanked  for  the  excellent  results  obtained  from 
their  enthusiastic  efforts.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  amounts 
received  from  the  Gala  Executive  Committee  during  the 
past  four  years  total  £3,911  17s.  9d.  It  is  hoped  that  Gala 
Day  in  1932  will  again  be  successful.  Such  substantial  help 
justifies  your  Committee  in  sanctioning  further  extensions 
in  the  direction  of  observation  wards  and  more  suitable 
massage  and  electrical  accommodation. 

CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 

It  is  gratifying  to  again  report  an  increased  member¬ 
ship  which  at  December  31st  numbered  2,854.  The  steady 
growth  of  the  scheme  is  an  indication  of  the  way  in  which 
the  public  are  availing  themselves  of  the  undoubted  benefits 
it  confers.  It  is  an  acknowledged  fact  that  without  the 
revenue  derived  from  this  source  the  Hospital  beds  could 
not  be  maintained.  The  Committee  desire  to  thank  the 
collectors  for  their  services  during  the  year  and  express 
the  hope  they  will  carry  on  the  work  which  is  so  essential 
to  the  success  of  the  Institution. 

ALEXANDRA  DAY. 

The  Alexandra  Day  Committee  and  helpers  deserve 
special  thanks  when  it  is  realised  that  as  the  result  of  their 
efforts  over  £200  was  paid  into  Hospital  funds. 

LINEN  GUILD. 

The  Guild  is  still  proving  greatly  beneficial  in  pro¬ 
viding  bed  linen,  etc.,  and  garments  for  poorer  patients. 
The  help  is  a  practical  one,  and  thanks  are  extended  to  the 
organisers  for  their  services.  Sewing  has  been  done  by 
the  Women’s  Institutes  and  private  Sewing  Guilds  in  the 
surrounding  villages. 
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SPECIAL  DONATIONS. 

Lady  Eyres  Monsell  very  generously  gave  a  special 
donation  of  £125  in  memory  of  the  late  Miss  Cameron. 
This  has  been  applied  in  installing  a  new  sterilizing 
apparatus,  etc. 

The  Doll’s  House,  kindly  presented  by  Mrs. 
Arkwright,  was  drawn  for  during  Gala  Week  and  the 
proceeds  expended  in  providing  additional  equipment  for 
the  massage  department.  The  winner  of  the  house,  Mrs. 
A.  Hall,  of  Honeybourne,  was  kind  enough  to  re-present 
it  to  the  Hospital  for  use  in  the  children’s  ward. 

GENERAL  THANKS. 

The  Committee  wish  to  thank  the  Honorary  Medical 
and  Dental  Staff,  the  Matron  and  the  Nursing  Staff  for 
the  efficient  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out  their 
duties  during  the  year,  and  also  the  many  friends  who  have 
supported  the  Hospital  by  their  help — the  Clergy  and 
Ministers  who  arranged  collections  in  places  of  worship, 
Sports  Committees  who  organised  events  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Institution. 


AUDIT. 

The  accounts  have  again  been  audited  free  of  all 
charge  by  Mr.  W.  B.  Dix,  of  Messrs.  Kingscott,  Dix  and 
Co.,  Incorporated  Accountants,  Market  Place,  Evesham. 
The  Committee  appreciate  that  with  the  growth  of  the 
Hospital  more  time  is  required  for  the  work,  and  they 
desire  to  record  their  grateful  thanks  for  the  splendid 
service  rendered.

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Contributory  Scheme. 

Rates  of  contributions  for  families  whose  income  (of  husband  and 
wife)  does  not  exceed  ,£250  per  annum,  single  persons  ,£150  per 
annum: — 

At  the  rate  of  3d.  per  week  for  married  man,  to  include  wife,  children 

under  16  years  and  dependent  relatives  residing  with  him. 

At  the  rate  of  2d.  per  week  for  single  person  of  19  years  and  upwards. 
At  the  rate  of  id.  per  week  for  single  person  between  16  and  19  years. 

Contributions  if  paid  in  advance: — 

Threepenny  members,  12/-  per  annum,  3/3  per  quarter. 

Twopenny  members,  8/-  per  annum,  2/2  per  quarter. 

Penny  members,  4/-  per  annum,  1/1  per  quarter. 

The  annual  contribution  is  strongly  recommended. 

Contributors  are  exempt  from  all  maintenance  charges  made  by 
the  Hospital. 

Contributions  may  be  made: — 

(a)  Direct  to  Hospital. 

(b)  To  the  Local  Collector. 

(c)  Through  employers  in  some  instances. 

Mistresses  may  insure  their  domestic  servants.  In  the  event  of 
the  servant  leaving,  the  card  should  be  sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Hospital,  when  a  new  card  showing  the  amount  paid  to  date  will  be 
sent  in  order  that  the  maid  may  continue  her  contributions  if  she 
desires  to  do  so.  This  card  should  be  given  to  the  maid.  The  old 
card  will  be  returned  corrected. 

Persons  will  not  be  entitled  to  treatment  without  charge  for  main¬ 
tenance  until  they  have  been  contributors  for  not  less  than  12  weeks. 

All  cases  are  subject  to  Hospital  accommodation  being  available, 
to  these  rules  and  the  rules  of  the  Hospital. 

The  Contributor  must  bring  his  membership  card  or  a  note  from 
the  collector  showing-  that  payments  have  been  made  to  date,  and,  if 
necessary,  a  certificate  for  treatment  duly  signed  by  the  Doctor. 

Casualty  patients  may  be  treated  in  the  first  instance  without  a 
doctor’s  certificate,  but  for  further  treatment  should  consult  their 
medical  attendant. 

If  a  contributor  is  in  arrear  for  more  than  four  weeks,  free  treat¬ 
ment  shall  not  be  afforded  until  the  arrears  have  been  paid  to  the  local 
Collector.  If  the  contributor  is  in  arrear  for  more  than  three  months 
the  membership  lapses. 

A  patient  joining  the  scheme  during  his  attendance  at  Hospital 
cannot  benefit  during  that  period  of  illness. 

NON-CONTRIBUTORS  entitled  to  join  the  scheme,  and  those 
whose  contributions  have  lapsed,  will  be  required  to  obtain  a  doctor’s 
recommendation  if  necessary  and  to  contribute  to  the  Hospital  on  the 
following  scale: — 

In-patients,  16  years  and  over,  4/-  per  day  minimum. 

,,  under  16  years,  3/-  per  day  minimum. 

Out-patients,  over  16  years,  1/- 
,,  under  16  years,  6d. 
per  visit,  to  be  paid  before  treatment. 

(This  does  not  include  anaesthetics  and  minor  operations). 

Only  those  cases  which  cannot  be  treated  at  a  local  surgery  will 
be  dealt  with  at  the  Hospital.  This  applies  to  both  contributors  and 
non-contributors. 

Subject  to  medical  opinion,  efforts  will  be  made  to  obtain  admis¬ 
sion  to  a  Convalescent  Home,  Eye  Hospital,  Brine  Baths  and  to  other 
recommended  treatment.  Contributors  will  be  expected  to  pay  their 
own  travelling  expenses  and  any  maintenance  charges  in  such  Insti- 
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tutions.  If  funds  are  available  a  grant  may  be  made  by  the  committee 
towards  such  expenses. 

Treatment  will  not  include  the  provision  of  surgical  appliances, 
artificial  limbs  or  spectacles,  although  these  may  be  obtained  on  the 
best  possible  terms. 

Where  contributors  are  in  a  position  to  pay,  the  Contributory 
Scheme  is  not  intended  to  cover  special  consultations,  X-ray  examina¬ 
tions,  prolonged  massag'e  or  exceptional  surgical  or  medical  treatment. 
Such  payments  are  subject  to  mutual  agreement  between  the  doctor, 
the  patient,  and  the  committee. 

The  Committee  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  review  any  chargees 
in  particular  cases. 

For  further  particulars  and  any  information  apply  the  Secretary, 
Evesham  Hospital. 


RULES 


1. — The  Evesham  Hospital  is  established  for  the  reception  of  persons 
from  Evesham  and  the  neighbouring  Parishes  suffering  from  accidents 
and  diseases  requiring  active  medical  or  surgical  treatment.  Accidents 
and  urgent  surgical  cases  are  admitted  without  any  recommendation. 

2. — The  General  Meeting  of  Governors  may  appoint  a  Bank  or 
other  Corporation  to  be  Trustee  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  men¬ 
tioned  and  all  investments,  securities  and  property  of  the  Hospital 
shall  be  vested  in  the  Bank  or  Corporation  so  appointed  and  such 
Bank  or  Corporation  shall  have  the  custody  of  ail  deeds,  certificates 
and  securities  of  the  Hospital,  but  shall  not  be  concerned  with  the 
general  management  of  the  Hospital.  But  it  shall  be  in  the  dis¬ 
cretion  of  a  Bank  or  Corporation  so  appointed  Trustee  to  decline  to 
accept  a  Conveyance,  Assignment  or  Transfer  of  any  real  or  lease¬ 
hold  property,  stocks,  shares  or  investments  which  may  be  subject 
to  covenants,  obligations,  calls  or  other  liability  of  a  nature  which 
such  Bank  or  Corporation  may  not  feel  able  to  undertake.  A  Bank 
or  Corporation  so  appointed  shall  hold  the  investments,  securities 
and  property  so  vested  in  it  upon  trust  to  deal  with  and  dispose  of 
the  same,  both  as  regards  capital  and  income,  in  such  manner  as 
the  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Hospital  shall  by  resolution 
from  time  to  time  direct,  and  shall  be  free  from  all  responsibility 
in  respect  of  any  dealings  therewith  if  in  conformity  with  the 
directions  of  the  Committee. 

3.  — The  government  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  the  Governors 
thereof  for  the  time  being. 

4.  — Every  Subscriber  of  One  Guinea  and  upwards  annually  shall 
become  and  continue  a  Governor  so  long  as  such  subscription 
is  regularly  paid.  Every  Donor  of  two  guineas  or  upwards  shall  be¬ 
come  a  Governor  for  one  year.  Every  Public  Body,  Institute,  Society 
or  Club  subscribing  two  guineas  or  upwards  a  year,  may,  by  notice 
in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  nominate  a  person  to  become  an  annual 
Governor,  so  long  as  such  subscription  is  regularly  paid.  Any  Clergy¬ 
man  or  Minister  obtaining  by  collection  in  his  Church  or  Chapel,  and 
every  Collector  of  the  sum  of  five  guineas,  shall  be  a  Governor  for  one 
year.  Every  person  who  shall  at  any  time  or  within  a  period  of  three 
years,  voluntarily  give  a  sum  or  sums  amounting  to  not  less  than  twenty 
guineas  shall  thereby  become  a  Life  Governor.  I  he  Executors  of  a 
Testator  leaving  twenty  guineas  or  upwards  to  the  Hospital  may 
nominate  a  Life  Governor  under  this  rule.  Any  person  who  has  con¬ 
ferred  signal  benefits  on  the  Hospital  may,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Committee,  be  elected  an  Honorary  Life  Governor  at  any  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Governors. 

5.  — All  subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in  advance  on  the  1st 
January.  All  Subscribers  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  and  speak  at 
Meetings  of  the  Governors,  but  only  Governors  may  vote.  No  Governor 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  whilst  his  subscription  is  in  arrear. 

6.  — An  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Governors  shall  be  held  early  in  the 
Year  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  Annual  Deport  and  Statement 
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of  Accounts  from  the  Committee,  electing  a  Chairman,  Honorary 
Treasurer,  Honorary  Secretary  and  four  Members  of  the  Committee. 
The  Secretary  shall  send  seven  days'’  notice  of  the  Meeting  to  every 

Subscriber.  ,  _  , 

7 —Subscribers  of  One  Guinea  and  upwards  (paid  by  31st  January) 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  following  reduction  should  the  subscriber, 
iiis  wife,  or  child  under  18  years  of  age  become  a  patient  in  the 
hospital:  Private  Ward,  One  Guinea  per  week;  Semi-Private  Ward, 
Ten  shillings  per  week. 

8. — Subject  to  Rule  4  the  Hospital  shall  be  managed  by  a  Com¬ 
mittee  of  twelve,  four  of  whom  shall  retire  every  year  in  rotation,  but 
shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  The  Chairman,  Honorary  Treasurer 
and  Honorary  Secretary,  together  with  two  of  the  Honorary  Medical 
Officers  (to  be  elected  by  them)  shall  be  ex-officio  Members  of  the 
Committee,  five  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Committee 
shall  meet  quarterly.  The  Chairman,  Honorary  Treasurer,  Honorary 
Secretary  and  Honorary  Medical  Officers  shall  be  ex-officio  Governors 
of  the  Hospital  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  given  under  Rule  4. 

9. — A  Special  Meeting  of  the  Governors  shall  be  called  at  any 
time  by  the  Secretary  by  order  of  the  Committee,  or  on  the  written 
requisition  of  any  12  of  the  Governors.  The  purpose  for  which  such 
Meeting  is  galled  must  be  stated  in  the  Notice  convening  the  Meeting, 
and  no  other  business  shall  be  entertained  at  the  Meeting.  The 
Secretary  shall  send  seven  days'  notice  of  such  Meeting. 

10.  — At  the  Annual  or  Special  Meeting  of  the  Governors  any'  addi¬ 
tion  or  alteration  to  these  Rules  may  be  adopted,  provided  a  notice  of 
such  intended  addition  or  alteration  shall  have  been  sent  to  the  Secre¬ 
tary  in  time  to  be  placed  upon  the  Notice  to  every  Governor  calling 
the  Meeting.  Any  alteration  or  addition  to  the  Rules  must  be  carried 
by  a  two-thirds  majority  of  Governors  present  and  voting. 

11  —The  Committee  shall  prepare  a  Report  of  its  proceedings, 
which,  together  with  the  Financial  Statement  of  the  Honorary 
Treasurer,  duly  audited,  and  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officers  shalJ 
be  submitted  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  Governors  tor  approval.  -4 
copy  Of  the  Financial  Statement  and  Report  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  sent  to  every  Subscriber  seven  days  before  the  Meeting. 

12. — The  maximum  number  of  Hon.  Medical  Officers  and  Dental 
Practitioners  shall  be  eight  and  two  i  espectively.  Having  regard  to 
these  limitations,  any  duly  Qualified  and  Registered  Medical  or  Dental 
Practitioner  having  a  practice  in  the  Borough  of  Evesham, 
seeking  election  as  an  Honorary  Medical  Officer,  shall  make  applica¬ 
tion  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  such  application  to  be  referred  by 
the  Committee  to  the  existing  Medical  Officers  for  their  consideration. 
The  Committee  may  then  at  their  discretion,  temporarily  appoint  such 
applicant  until  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  when  the  appointment  will 
be  submitted  to  the  Governors  for  confirmation  (providing  that  such 
temporary  appointment  has  been  made  at  least  six  months  prior  to 
the  date  of  such  Annual  General  Meeting).  The  Committee  reserve 
the  right  to  cancel  any  of  the  appointments  made 

13.  — The  Medical  Officers  shall  be  on  duty  in  weekly  rotation,  and 
shall  attend  cases  admitted  during  their  week,  as  long  as  the  Patients 
remain  in  the  Hospital,  but  cases  occurring  in  the  practice  oi  the 
Medical  Officers  and  admitted  into  the  Hospital  are  excepted,  each 
Officer  attending  his  own  patients.  The  Medical  Officers  shall  have 
power  to  discharge  their  own  patients.  In  case  of  important  surgical 
operations,  all  the  Medical  Officers  shall  be  at  liberty  to  attend. 

14.  — The  Committee  shall  appoint  a  House  Committee  to  whom 
the  management  of  the  Hospital  may  be  entrusted  for  twelve  months. 
The  Committee  shall  have  the  power  of  making  Bye-Laws  for  the 
better  carrying  out  any  details  connected  with  the  Hospital,  they 
shall  also  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  their 
number  in  the  interval  until  the  Annual  Meeting.  . 

15.  — The  admission  of  pauper  patients,  the  subject  of  accidents  or 
disease,  the  attendance  on  whom  entitles  the  Union  District  Medica 
Officer  to  extra  payment,  shall  not  interfere  with  the  claim  of  the  said 
Officer  to  the  accustomed  fees 
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16.  — Patients  who  are  not  contributory  members  are  required  to 
pay  weekly  at  the  rate  stated  in  the  rules  of  the  Contributory 
Scheme. 

17.  — Every  requisite,  except  personal  clothing,  will  be  provided 
by  the  Hospital,  and  Patients  will  be  forbidden  to  receive  food  or 
drink  from  any  other  source,  without  the  sanction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  in  attendance,  on  pain  of  immediate  dismissal. 

18.  — Patients  of  all  leligious  denominations  may  be  attended  by 
their  respective  Ministers  at  such  times  as  may  be  most  convenient 
to  the  Staff. 

19. — Any  question  arising  on  the  construction  of  the  foregoing 
Rules  shall  be  referred  to  the  Committee,  whose  decision  shall  be  final 


BY-LAWS.

I.  — Every  patient  must  bring  decent  clothing  and  a  sufficient 
supply  of  personal  linen. 

II.  — Patients’  friends  shall  be  allowed  to  visit  them  on  Sundays 
and  Thursdays,  between  the  hours  of  2.30  and  4.30  p.m., 
but  on  no  other  days  of  the  week  without  leave  of  the  Medical 
Officer  or  the  Matron.  Not  more  than  three  persons  can  be  allowed 
to  visit  the  same  patient  in  one  day. 

III.  — No  patient  shall  receive  food  or  drink  from  any  but  the 
Hospital  Authorities,  wdthout  the  special  sanction  of  the  Matron. 

IV.  — Patients  shall  strictly  observe  the  hours  appointed  for  all 
the  arrangements  of  the  Hospital. 

V.  — No  patient  shall  go  leyond  the  Garden  without  the  special 
leave  of  the  Matron. 

VI.  — No  male  patient  shall  enter  the  female  wards,  and  no  female 
patient  shall  enter  the  male  wards,  without  the  special  permission  of 
the  Matron. 

VII. — No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  within  the  House  without 
permission  of  the  Matron. 

VIII.  — No  patient  shall  use  bad  language. 

IX. — Wilful  disobedience  to  any  of  the  rules  will  subject  the 
offenders  to  expulsion.
